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Bistorical  Bote 

On  October  3,  1899,  the  eve  of  the 
feast  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  the 
Rev.  Lewis  Thomas  Wattson,  an 
Episcopal  clergyman  later  known  as 
the  Very  Rev.  Paul  James  Francis, 
S.A.,  arrived  at  Graymoor,  N.  Y.  to 
establish  a community  of  Episcopal 
Franciscans  called  the  Friars  of  the 
Atonement.  A year  previously,  Miss 
Lurana  White,  a devout  young 
woman,  had  founded  in  the  same 
place  a community  of  Episcopal  nuns 
known  as  the  Sisters  of  the  Atone- 
ment. 

For  ten  years  the  two  communities 
were  jointly  known  as  the  Society  of 
the  Atonement  and  lived  the  monas- 
tic life  as  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  Father  Paul  James 
Francis  carried  on  a vigorous  aposto- 
iate  for  the  return  of  all  separated 
Christians  to  communion  with  the 
Holy  See.  To  further  this  aim,  he 
inaugurated  in  1908  the  Chair  of 
Unity  Octave  (Jan.  18-25). 

One  year  later,  the  members  of  the 
Society  themselves  received  the  grace 
of  conversion,  and  on  October  30, 
1909,  they  entered  the  Catholic 
Church  in  a body.  With  the  blessing 
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of  Blessed  Pope  Pius  X,  they  were 
permitted  to  continue  as  a religious 
society  in  the  Catholic  Church  and 
were  commissioned  to  carry  on  the 
apostolate  of  Christian  unity  as  their 
community  aim. 

The  Chair  of  Unity  Octave  was  also 
approved  as  a Catholic  devotion  by 
Pope  Benedict  XV  in  an  Apostolic 
Brief  in  1916.  In  1921,  at  their  an- 
nual meeting  in  Washington,  the 
Catholic  hierarchy  of  the  United 
States  unanimously  adopted  the  Oc- 
tave for  all  the  dioceses  in  the 
country. 

Under  the  patronage  of  St.  Peter, 
the  first  Vicar  of  Christ,  Bishop  of 
Rome,  and  St.  Paul,  the  Apostle  of 
the  Gentiles,  the  Chair  of  Unity  Oc- 
tave has  flourished  and  grown.  It  is 
now  observed  in  many  parts  of  the 
world.

To  Our  beloved  son 
Angelus  Delahunt,  Superior  General 
of  the 

Franciscan  Friars  of  the  Atonement: 

The  tender  emotion  which  filled 
the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus  when  He 
saw  the  multitudes,  ‘‘and  had  com- 
passion on  them,  because  they  were 
like  sheep  without  a shepherd”  ( Mk. 
vi,  34),  cannot  but  permeate  the  soul 
of  His  Vicar  on  earth,  as  We  contem- 
plate the  great  numbers  to  whom  the 
Good  News  has  not  yet  been 
preached,  or  especially  those  who  are 
unhappily  separated  from  communion 
with  this  Holy  See  and  the  Chair  of 
Peter,  center  of  unity  in  belief  and 
love. 

Like  the  Divine  Savior,  the  Suc- 
cessor of  Peter  may  exclaim:  “Other 
sheep  I have  that  are  not  of  this  fold. 
Them  also  I must  bring,  and  they  shall 
hear  my  voice”  (Jn.  x,  16).  Indeed, 
Our  illustrious  Predecessors  and  We 
Ourselves  have  frequently  addressed 
loving  appeals  to  Our  separated 
brethren,  inviting  them  affectionately 
to  return  to  their  Father’s  House,  that

the  Redeemers  prayer  may  be  ful- 
filled: “and  there  shall  be  one  Fold, 
and  one  Shepherd”  (Jn.  x,  16). 

Prayer,  in  fact,  is  the  first  and  prin- 
cipal means  to  be  used  to  bring  about 
this  yearned-for  unity,  as  your  beloved 
Founder,  Father  Paul  Wattson,  so 
clearly  saw;  and  he  therefore  pro- 
moted the  Chair  of  Unity  Octave, 
during  which  fervent  supplications 
should  be  raised  to  the  Almighty  for 
the  return  of  all  to  the  one  true  Faith. 

We  gladly  make  Our  own  the 
words  of  Our  immediate  Predecessor 
of  happy  memory,  Pope  Pius  XII,  by 
expressing  the  prayerful  wish  that  this 
practice  “be  spread  everywhere  in  the 
world  as  widely  as  possible”,  espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  forthcoming  Gen- 
eral Council,  during  which  it  is  hoped 
that  our  separated  brethren  will  be 
copiously  illuminated  and  strengthen- 
ed by  the  Divine  Comforter.  As  We 
wrote  in  Our  Encyclical  Letter  “Ad 
Petri  Cathedram”,  the  Council  “will 
surely  be  a wonderful  manifestation 
of  truth,  unity,  and  charity;  a mani- 
festation, indeed,  which  it  is  Our  hope 
that  those  who  behold  it,  but  who  are 
separated  from  this  Apostolic  See, 
will  receive  as  a gentle  invitation  to 
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seek  and  find  that  unity  for  which 
Jesus  Christ  prayed  so  ardently  to  His 
heavenly  Father”  (June  29,  1959). 

Encouraging  you  and  your  com- 
munity to  ever  more  strenuous  efforts 
in  the  propagation  of  the  Chair  of 
Unity  Octave,  We  urgently  invite  the 
faithful  of  every  race  and  clime  to 
join  in  this  period  of  prayer;  and  in 
pledge  of  copious  heavenly  graces 
and  favors  upon  all  participating 
therein,  as  well  as  upon  those  for 
whom  they  pray,  We  cordially  impart 
to  you,  beloved  son,  to  the  members 
of  your  Congregation,  the  associates 
of  your  League  of  Prayer,  and  to  all 
those  taking  part  in  the  Chair  of 
Unity  Octave,  Our  paternal  and  affec- 
tionate Apostolic  Benediction.
